A caring man who would 
do anything for anybody 

Pregnant wife’s tribute to rugby player who died after collapsing during game

RUGBY player Dean Read, who 
died last month, was a “kind 
and caring man”, says his 
widow. 

Lucy Read is expecting the 
couple’s first child and has 
paid tribute to the Harlow 
Rugby Club star who passed 
away aged 26 after collapsing 
in a game on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 5. 

She also thanked the com¬ 
munity for raising thousands 
in donations which will be 
used to support the upbringing 
of the baby, due in March. 

Popular 

Mrs Read, who married 
Dean in May last year, said: 
“He was a popular, kind and 
caring man who loved rugby. 
He would do anything for any¬ 
one. 

“He was well loved by 
people. It was just a tragic 
event and it is still unbeliev¬ 
able to us. We are just trying to 
get by. 

“I have not thought about 
the future really. The only 
thing I am thinking about in 
the future is our baby.” 

Mr Read was a photocopier 
engineer who worked in cent¬ 
ral London and met his future 
wife ten years ago when they 


were studying at Harlow Col¬ 
lege. 

He was playing for the club’s 
second team, known as the 
Rams, who were comprehens¬ 
ively winning against Maldon 
when it became clear he 
needed medical help. 

He was rushed to Basildon 
Hospital to receive emergency 
treatment for what turned out 
to be a fatal artery rupture. 
Around 350 people attended 
his funeral at Parndon Wood 
Crematorium in Harlow. 

After his death, well-wish¬ 
ers established online cam¬ 
paigns to raise money for the 
family. A JustGiving page has 
now raised £7,000 and a Go 
FundMe page £1,200. 

Chris Davies, of Rundells, 
Harlow, a friend of Mr and Mrs 
Read, started the JustGiving 
page. 

On this Mrs Read commen¬ 
ted: “It was a surprise. It was 
really nice of Chris to do that 
and we are very grateful.” 

Mr Davies said: “It went 
really well. I was not doing it to 
raise money and get people 
patting me on the back but to 
help as much as I could. 

“Me and Dean were close, 
but not close enough for me to 
go round and give support in 
that way.”

Teen from town charged with manslaughter 
in connection with death that shocked nation 


A TEENAGER has been 
charged with manslaughter 
after the death of a Polish man 
in Harlow that shocked the 
nation. 

Arkadiusz Jozwik, 40, was 
assaulted at about 11.35pm on 
Saturday, August 27, in The 
Stow. 

He was taken to the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, 


and was later transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge, where he died on 
Monday, August 29. 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service authorised Essex 
Police to charge a 15-year-old 
boy from Harlow on Thursday, 
December 1. The teenager 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 


Essex Police launched a 
murder investigation after the 
incident but the charge has 
been lessened. 

The force arrested six 
teenagers in the aftermath but 
all were released apart from 
the teen who has now been 
charged. 

Senior investigating officer, 
detective inspector Danny 


Stoten of the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate, 
said: “The Crown Prosecution 
Service has now authorised 
Essex Police to charge a 
teenager with manslaughter 
in connection with the death 
of Mr Jozwik. 

“He is due to appear at 
Chelmsford Youth Court on 
January 6, 2017.”

Allegations of 
child abuse in 
Essex football 


Police promise ‘thorough investigation’

ALLEGATIONS about non-recent 
child sexual abuse within football 
clubs have been made in Essex. 

Essex Police has confirmed 
individuals have come forward to 
report abuse in the county and 
that all allegations will be invest¬ 
igated. The force could not con¬ 
firm which clubs were involved 
nor how many complaints had 
been logged. 

Nationwide, 350 victims have 
reported past child sexual abuse 
within football clubs and a state¬ 
ment from the National Police 
Chiefs’ Council said a “significant 
number of calls” have been made 
from ex-players. 


A spokesman from Essex Police 
said: “We need those who have 
been the victim of child sexual 
abuse to report it to the police. 

“We will listen, take the alleg¬ 
ations seriously and a thorough 
investigation will be launched no 
matter how long ago the abuse 
may have taken place. We also 
urge anyone who may have any 
information regarding child 
sexual abuse to come forward. 

“When allegations are repor¬ 
ted, it enables police to assess 
whether there are current safe¬ 
guarding risks and ensure appro¬ 
priate action is taken.” 

Children’s charity the NSPCC 
last week established a hotline 
dedicated to helping victims of 
sexual abuse which has received 


860 calls in seven days. 

Peter Wanless, chief executive 
of the NSPCC, said: “The number 
of high-profile footballers bravely 
speaking out about their ordeal 
has rightly caught the attention of 
the entire country. 

“We’ve had a staggering surge 
in calls to our football helpline 
which reveals the worrying 
extent of abuse that had been 
going on within the sport. 

“Anyone who wants to contact 
us can do so in confidence, with 
the knowledge they will be 
listened to and supported. In 
future footballers, both young 
players and former athletes, must 
have the confidence to open up 
about sexual abuse and feel able to 
come forward.” 


Harlow Citizens Advice sets record 


CITIZENS Advice in Harlow 
handled 14,000 issues in 2015/16, 
which is a new record for the 
East Gate service. 

Alison-Jane Sanger, interim 
chief executive, reported the rise 
at the group’s annual general 


meeting last week. Benefits, debt 
and housing are the three issues 
most reported. 

Ms Sanger said: “We have seen 
a record number of people this 
year, from all walks of life, with a 
myriad of problems and issues 


that we have helped with. 

“We in Harlow alone handled 
more than £850,000 worth of debt 
and that’s only one strand of our 
service. 

“We help any person who 
comes to us, with any problem.” 
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Rise in homelessness becomes 
‘increasingly serious’ for town 

Numbers in temporary accommodation up significantly over the past two years

HOMELESSNESS has been 
described as “increasingly seri¬ 
ous”, in Harlow after council fig¬ 
ures revealed the extent of the 
problem. 

The number of individuals in 
temporary accommodation (TA) 
has consistently risen in the past 
two years, according to Harlow 
Council data, with 199 seeking TA 
in September. 

Last month the Star reported 
that a formerly homeless man had 
described the issue as “Harlow’s 
hidden problem”, while town 
charity Streets2Homes reported 
an increase in people seeking 
help.

In response, Harlow Labour 
councillor Mike Danvers, portfo¬ 
lio holder for resources, said: 
“Homelessness is an increasingly 
serious problem. 

“It is caused by an often tragic 
interplay between people’s per¬ 
sonal circumstances and wider 
external factors over which they 
have little or no control. 

“These include a lack of afford¬ 
able housing, changes to benefits, 
closure of facilities that support 
the vulnerable or a combination 


of all of these.” 

Harlow Council provides a 
place of shelter if temperatures 
reach 3°C or lower for three con¬ 
secutive nights but there is no 
funding for a permanent shelter 
in the town. 

A recent estimate put the num¬ 
ber of town rough sleepers at 20, 
which is a slight increase from 
2015. However, homelessness can 
include people without a perman¬ 
ent house or apartment. 

In June 2014, 131 individuals 


sought refuge in temporary 
accommodation, a figure which 
has consistently risen almost 
every quarterly period since. This 
rise is in line with a national 
increase in homelessness. 

Meanwhile a member of staff at 
Harlow College recently appealed 
for bedding after a student found 
himself homeless. 

A spokesman said he has now 
found accommodation and bed¬ 
ding collected was donated to 
Streets2Homes. 



Labour councillor Mark 
Wilkinson, portfolio holder for 
housing, said: “It is no secret that 
there is a serious shortage of 
council housing so we have to 
allocate housing to those most in 
need in accordance with current 
laws.” 

He said groups prioritised for 
TA are: Those with dependent 
children, mental illness, the eld¬ 
erly and disabled. 


“No-one wants to see anyone 
sleeping on the streets and we 
understand and share the con¬ 
cern residents feel,” added Mr 
Wilkinson, who praised 
Streets2Homes, a charity partly 
funded by the council. 

“The Harlow Homeless Part¬ 
nership (a body set up to tackle

‘Theory’ - no

WOLFGANG Pauli once 
described an article written by

A scientific theory that is 
wrong at least has the merit of 
being an actual scientific theory, 
but the “Law of Attraction” does 
not qualify as a scientific theory. 
It provides no grounds on which 
it can ever be falsified. 

It cannot be used to make 
predictions that can be 
compared with observations to 
test if it is correct. 

For the Star to describe the

label that it does not deserve. 
Even to call it “speculation” 
would be to give speculation a 
bad name.

A WOMAN from Harlow is pre¬ 
paring to hold a special Sunday 
Singalong in aid of the 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

Hannah Hood, 30, is fundrais¬ 
ing for her nan, Beatrice Hood, 85, 
who has had Alzheimer’s for 
years and is receiving care at Tye 
Green Lodge. 

“No-one truly knows when it 
started but she is now a shell of 
the person she used to be,” 
explained Miss Hood. 

“It has come to the stage that 
she doesn’t recognise anyone any¬ 
more. 

Tablets 

“She is on so many tablets to 
stop her from hurting herself and 
those that care for her. 

“I can’t stand to think that one 
day I might be like that - a zombie 
compared to the person I am 
today.” 

Speaking of the life of her nan 
and grandad, Miss Hood revealed 
that her grandfather, Norman 
Hood, looked after his wife for the 
65 years that they were married 
until he could no longer care for 
her and reluctantly agreed for 
Mrs Hood to go into a home. 


After Mrs Hood’s move to a care 
home, Mr Hood became seriously 
unwell and the family were faced 
with the decision of turning off 
his life support machine. 

On the day the family were set 
to say their goodbyes, Miss Hood’s 
grandfather amazingly woke up 
and often asked to see his wife. 

Yet due to his wheelchair and 
poor health, this was not always 
possible. 

However, Miss Hood’s grand¬ 
parents were eventually reunited 
when a room at Mrs Hood’s care 


home became available. 

“By this time, nan was sleeping 
a lot due to her medication but 
they managed to get her in to see 
my grandad a couple of times 
within the week he was there,” 
said Miss Hood. 

“The first time he recognised 
her and used her maiden name - 
she didn’t recognise him. 

“The second time, they recog¬ 
nised each other and my nan got 
on my grandad’s bed to hug him 
and gave him a kiss on the 
cheek. 


“It was that night my grandad 
passed away.” 

Mr Hood died in 2015, aged 85. 

Miss Hood’s grandparents both 
worked for the electricity board in 
Great Yarmouth when they met 
and married before moving to 
Harlow in 1957. 

The couple raised three chil¬ 
dren at their homes in Parsonage 
Leys, The Hides, and Westfield. 

They also have five grandchil¬ 
dren and seven great-grandchil¬ 
dren. 

Miss Hood, who works in sales 


at Harlow Pinnacles, said: “My 
grandad was a maths expert who 
regularly helped me with my 
homework and my nan inspired 
my love of baking. 

“It breaks my heart that I could 
wake up one day and be scared of 
my boyfriend because I don’t 
remember who he is. 

That would be the same as my 
nan did with the man who she had 
spent every day of 65 years of her 
life with and also as she did with 
her brother at a family wed¬ 
ding.” 


Miss Hood is holding a sin¬ 
galong to raise money for the 
Alzheimer’s Society on Sunday at 
The Herald pub in Harlow. 

Entry to the pub, which will be 
decorated gold and purple for the 
festive season, costs £5 for adults 
and £1 for children. 

“Hopefully plenty of people are 
coming to sing their favourite 
tunes, whether it’s independently 
or as a group - everyone is wel¬ 
come. 

“Kids are also welcome and 
able to join in by singing too,” said 
Miss Hood.

There will also be face painting 
between 4 and 6pm, costing £3 per 
person, which will also be 
donated to the cause.

A DRUG dealer who attempted to 
sell heroin and cocaine in 
Harlow has been jailed for two 
years and eight months. 

Sean Clayton, 28, of Barclay 
Road, London, pleaded guilty to 
possession with intent to supply 
the class A drugs and was 
sentenced at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

Clayton was arrested by Essex 
Police’s Operation Raptor team 
who saw him approach a group 
of known drug users in 
Ladyshot, Harlow, on April 18. 

Officers found four mobile 
phones and a small bag of herbal 
cannabis in his Mercedes but 
found more drugs concealed in a 
package between his buttocks 
when they later performed a 
strip search. 

The package contained 12 
wraps of class A drugs. He was 
charged with one count of 
possession with intent to supply 
heroin, one count of possession 
of intent to supply crack cocaine 
and possession of cannabis.

AS REFERRALS to Foodbanks 
rise nationally, more volunteers 
and donors are coming forward to 
help.

THREE women walked 100km in 
hot and humid weather across 
Cambodia to raise £7,000 for St 
Clare Hospice. 

Jade Clarke, Karen D’Aguiar 
and Val Foster, who all work for 
the Hastingwood-based charity, 
endured five days of early morn¬ 
ings, physical exertion and men¬ 
tal pain. 

Braving temperatures of more 
than 30°C, the trio were part of a 
team of 26, fundraising for dif¬ 
ferent charities, led by three Cam¬ 
bodian guides through valleys 
and low-lying plains before climb¬ 
ing up to Angkor Wat, the ancient 
capital of the Khmer Empire. 

Miss Clarke, 23, of Harlow, said: 
“Trekking across Cambodia for St 
Clare was honestly the greatest 
achievement and experience of 
my life. 

“It was the most amazing feel-

ing when we crossed the finish 
line knowing we had fundraised 
an incredible amount for St Clare 
and having walked the equivalent 
of a half marathon every day for 
five days. 

“On the very first day we came 
to a waterlogged swamp and the 
only way to get across was to take 
off our boots and trek barefoot.

“It was both a physical and a 
mental test of strength but one I 
would recommend to everyone. 

“On day four we walked 
through thick jungle with a whole 
host of insects and spiders to con¬ 
tend with. Not being a fan of 
spiders, that was probably my 
most challenging moment.” 

Miss Clarke said a highlight 


of hospice 

was speaking to residents and 
exploring Cambodian culture. A 
St Clare banner now flies in a 
rural village after a game of foot¬ 
ball. 

She added: “We saw the finish 
line ahead of us and Karen and I 
held the St Clare banner between 
us as we ran across the line. 

“We stood and held a minute’s 
silence on the finish line to 
remember those we had been 
trekking for and reflecting on the 
week. 

“I was thinking about each and 
every one of the patients and fam¬ 
ilies who I have met while work¬ 
ing at St Clare - the brave people 
who were the reason behind me 
undertaking this challenge.

Police launch 
crackdown on 
drink-drivers 

Motorists who take drugs also targeted

DRINK and drug-drivers are 
being targeted by Essex Police in 
a Christmas clampdown to 
achieve safer roads. 

Veteran officers Tracey Bishop 
and A1 Cuthbertson are sharing 
experiences from their 30-year 
careers through the media in a 
bid to stop perpetrators. 

In launching the Christmas 
anti-drink and drug-driving cam¬ 
paign in partnership with Safer 
Essex Roads Partnership, which 
will run until Sunday, January 1, 
PC Bishop said: “There are 
> words to describe the 
devastation caused by drink and 
drug- driving. 

“Having to tell someone their 
loved one has been killed because 


a driver made the selfish decision 
to get behind the wheel when 
under the influence is the worst 
part of my job.” 

During the campaign road poli¬ 
cing officers will patrol towns 
with busy night-time economies 
as well as rural areas where some 
drivers believe they have less 
chance of getting caught. 

Cocaine 

As well as breath tests they will 
be using drug testing kits to detect 
drivers under the influence of 
illegal drugs including cannabis 
and cocaine. 

From January to October of 
this year, Essex Police arrested 
1,735 people on suspicion of 
drink and drug-driving offences. 
During the same period, officers 
found seven per cent of those 


breathalysed were over the limit. 

Adam Pipe, casualty reduction 
manager for Essex Police, said: 
“Christmas should be a time for 
celebration, however, sadly there 
are people who will make the 
decision to get behind the wheel 
knowing they have consumed 
alcohol and/or drugs and are not 
fit to drive. 

“The images our officers see 
stay with them forever. They don’t 
want to be knocking on any doors 
this Christmas to break the news 
that someone has been killed. 

“We are asking everyone to do 
their bit to help keep the roads 
safe this Christmas. If you know 
someone who drink or drug- 
drives, please do the right thing 
and report them by calling us on 
101 or Crimestoppers anonym¬ 
ously on 0800 555 111.”

It has been 12 years since David Brent (Ricky Gervais) 
awkwardly ruled the roost at the Slough branch of Wernham 
Hogg Paper Company. He's now a travelling salesman, 
peddling sanitary products with gusto and trading 
inappropriate banter with fellow salesman Nigel (Tom Bennett) 
and Pauline from accounts (Jo Hartley), who has a crush on 
him. 

Brent takes unpaid leave from his unedifying day-to-day 
grind to pursue his dream of music stardom as lead singer of 
his unsigned band, Foregone Conclusion. He plunders his 
savings to hire a despairing road manager (Tom Basden) and 
a quartet of talented sessions musicians, including his 
nephew Stu (Stuart Wilkinson) on guitar. A rapper called Dorn 
Johnson (Ben Bailey Smith) joins Foregone Conclusion to 
bolster the band's 'yoof appeal as the mutinous crew 
embarks on a tour of venues close to the office. 

David Brent: Life On The Road is a toe-curling faux 
documentary, peppered with uproarious one-liners and 
moments of skin-crawling brilliance that confirm Gervais as a 
master of unflattering observation. Music performances 
include the stand-out track Native American and a reprise of 
the 2013 Comic Relief song, Equality Street. Life and art are 
blurred in Gervais' script, which plays like a cover version of 
his award-winning TV series The Office, replete with a 
wince-inducing scene of dad dancing that is supposed to 
attract the fairer sex. 

Without co-writer Stephen Merchant to rein in his 
self-indulgence behind the camera, Gervais puts his 
middle-aged misfit centre stage for every excruciating set 
piece. Consequently, some of the supporting players are 
thinly sketched and a gossamer thin romantic subplot is 
almost surplus to requirements.

While her husband is away at 
sea on a naval destroyer, Mrs 
Walker (Kelly Macdonald) 
spirits her four children - John 
(Dane Hughes), Susan (Orla

(Bobby McCulloch) - away for 
the summer break to stay with 
farmer Mr Jackson (Harry Enfield) 
and his wife (Jessica Hynes). En route, 
the children have a close encounter with James Turner (Rafe 
Spall), who is being chased on their train by a man called 
Lazlov (Andrew Scott). 

Once the brood arrives at the Jacksons' farm, the children 
persuade their mother to allow them to sail over to an island 
and camp under the stars.

Screenwriter Andrea Gibb has made a few alterations to the 
source text, most noticeably rechristening the central 
character of Titty Walker to avoid schoolboy and girl sniggers. 
Philippa Lowthorpe's film maintains a gentle pace, anchored 
by solid performances from the young cast. Enfield and 
Hynes provide comic relief, while Scott essays another 
boo-hiss villain from his expanding repertoire. 

Lake District locations look glorious, even when storm 
clouds gather, and parents will be charmed by the 
nostalgia-steeped narrative and fond memories of the 1974 
film adaptation that arrived soon after the rousing success of 
The Railway Children.

EPIC STORY: Nate Parker is the star, writer and director of The Birth Of A Nation 

Flawed historical drama 


he media firestorm 
which has engulfed 
Nate Parker - director, 
writer and leading actor 
of The Birth Of A 
Nation - casts a long shadow 
over his historical drama about 
an 1831 slave rebellion in 
Virginia. 

The furore around a rape 
charge dating back to 1999, when 
Parker was a student at Penn 
State University and of which he 
was acquitted, has almost 
certainly torpedoed any chance 
of his individual contributions 
being part of the feverish 
Academy Awards conversations 
in the coming months. 

Judging The Birth Of A 
Nation purely on its merits, the 
film provokes the same debates 
as 12 Years A Slave, albeit with 
less narrative sophistication and 
directorial brio. 

Behind the camera, Parker is 
ruled by convention and he 
struggles to generate dramatic 
momentum that would make the 
two-hour running time feel less 
of a slog.

However, in a year when the 
lack of diversity in the global 
filmmaking community has 
become a hot-button topic, 
Parker’s achievements on a 
modest budget should not be 
underestimated. 

In his guise as 
slave-turned-preacher Nat 
Turner, the filmmaker is far 
more convincing, surrounding 
himself with an excellent 
ensemble cast, who treat the 
harrowing subject matter with 
the seriousness it deserves. 

Slave owner Samuel Turner 
(Armie Hammer) believes he is 
much more tolerant and 


understanding than many of his 
neighbours in Southampton 
County. 

His God-fearing mother 
Elizabeth (Penelope Ann Miller) 
raised young Samuel with a 
slave boy called Nat (Parker) as 
his playmate, and the imposing 
matriarch taught Nat to read by 
referring him to the word of the 
Bible. 

Nat devours every word and 
grows up with a belief that he 
must preach to his people. 

He falls in love with another 
slave, Cherry (Aja Naomi King), 
but when she is brutally 
assaulted by a gang of white 
slave owners, led by snarling 
Raymond Cobb (Jackie Earle 
Haley), poor Samuel seriously 
questions the order of his 
unforgiving world. 

His friend and fellow slave 
Hark (Colman Domingo) suffers 
a similar hammer blow when his 
wife Esther (Gabrielle Union) is 
ordered to provide sexual 
services to one of Samuel’s 
dinner guests. 

These injustices light an 


unquenchable fire within Nat. 

“The Lord has called me - to 
stand and fight!” he bellows, 
leading a rebellion that puts Nat 
on a collision course with Cobb 
and the pro-slavery 
establishment. 

The Birth Of A Nation is a 
passionate, yet clumsily 
conceived, rallying cry for 
equality, spattered with the blood 
and tears of men, who 
acknowledge that violence 
begets greater violence. 

Parker conceives some 
horrifying imagery,such as 
Cherry’s battered face after she 
is attacked, but he fails to 
elegantly weave these jolts into a 
fluid and constantly engaging 
character study. 

There are noticeable lulls in 
the second hour and female 
characters are defined by their 
suffering, repeatedly abused in 
order to pour fuel on the flames 
of Nat Turner’s supposedly 
righteous crusade.

Moana Waialiki (voiced by Auli'i 
Cravalho) is the daughter of Chief 
Tui (Temuera Morrison) and 
has been groomed 
since birth to lead 
her people on the 
island of Motunui. 

However, she 
feels a strong 
calling to the 
sea which 
angers her 
father, who 
believes the 
tropical paradise 
can sustain their 
tribe. 

Moana's wise 
grandmother Tala (Rachel House)

Moana is another solid gold hit 
from Disney's animation studio, 
marrying self-realisation and 
broad comedy to dizzying effect. 


SULLY: MIRACLE ON THE HUDSON 
(12A) 

On January 15, 2009, Captain 
Chesley Sullenberger, known 
affectionately as Sully, drew on 
years of experience to glide a 
stricken Airbus A320 onto New 
York's Hudson River in freezing 
conditions. Clint Eastwood's 
exemplary thriller, which centres 
on the subsequent investigation 
by the National Transportation 
Safety Board (NTSB) into Sully's 
actions that fateful day, is a 
masterclass in sustained tension, 
replaying events aboard US 
Airways Flight 1549 and from the 
ground, from multiple 
perspectives, including air traffic 
controller Patrick Harten (Patch 
Darragh) and ferry boat captain 
(Vince Lombardi, playing himself). 
This deeply human story is 
punctuated with different 


iterations of the crash landing, 
including chilling scenes of the 
Airbus ploughing into 
skyscrapers when Sully (Tom 
Hanks) imagines a fruitless 
attempt to reach LaGuardia. The 
NTSB investigation led by 
Charles Porter (Mike O'Malley), 
Elizabeth Davis (Anna Gunn) 
and Ben Edwards (Jamey 
Sheridan), forms the crux and 
the script nimbly condenses the 
actual 15-month timeframe to 
explore the emotional strain on 
Sully and First Officer Skiles 
(Aaron Eckhart) as they defend 
their actions. Hanks delivers a 
deeply affecting, yet 
understated, lead performance, 
eliciting pathos as he contends 
with post-traumatic stress 
disorder in the eye of a media 
storm.

escribing Volkswagen’s 
elegant new Amarok 
as a pick-up truck does 
not really do the 
vehicle justice. 

Yes, it performs like the best of 
pick-ups, but adds a dash of style 
with a premium, upmarket feel, 
which also attracts a premium, 
upmarket price. 

In its own way, it is a form of 
crossover vehicle, the double cab 
having the classy feel of VW cars 
with their comfort and 
driveability, combined with 
genuine off-road capability 
through its 4M0TI0N all-wheel 
drive, one-tonne plus carrying 
capacity and the capability of 
towing heavy trailers with ease. 

That, in some ways, is the 
point of these new generation 
pick-ups. They are as much a 
lifestyle statement as workhorse. 
Capable of fulfilling both roles 
and looking equally impressive 
on the company car park, 
outside the school gates or 
transporting the surfboard to the 
beach. 

First seen on UK roads, dirt 
tracks, forests and farmland in 
2011, VW decided it was time for 
a bit of a revamp. 

Trouble is, when you have 
what is a winning formula, the 
danger is spoiling it. You know, if 
it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. 

Well the German giant knows 
a thing or two about vehicles and 
how to extend and improve the 
life of established vehicles - see 
Passat, Golf, Polo et al. 

So the firm went about 


making some minor and some 
major changes, including the 
new three litre V6 diesel power 
unit. 

The already-stylish exterior 
has been tweaked with new front 
bumper and radiator grille 
design including front fog lights, 
new alloy wheels and a third 
brake light with LED technology. 

Available at launch only and 
limited to 240 models is the 
Aventura edition tested here 
adds 19-inch alloy wheels with 
255/55 wide tyres and arch 
extensions, bi-xenon headlights 
with integrated LED daytime 
running lights, and chrome sill 
bars with integrated LED 
lighting to illuminate the exit 
area. Tons of kit but with a price 
tag of just short of £40,000 if VAT 
is included. 

Inside there has been a more 
comprehensive facelift. An 


all-new dash panel design 
incorporates Volkswagen’s MIB 
infotainment system with 
touchscreen, radio, navigation 
and new technology including 
the option of Guide & Inform, 
Car-Net and App-Connect 
systems. Bluetooth and DAB 
digital radio are also now 
standard features. 

There is plenty of room for five 
adults with masses of head and 
legroom. In addition there are 
cubby holes and storage bins for 
extra practicality. 

If it was not for the sturdy 
plastic finish, really a necessity 
in this type of vehicle, rather 
than the soft touch trim finish, 
you could mistaken for thinking 
you were in an executive car. 

While looking at it stylish 
lines and gleaming exterior, you 
might feel guilty for getting it 
dirty, but beneath all the glitz 


and comfort is a true workhorse. 

It retains the previous 
Amarok’s dimensions at 5.25m 
long, 2.23m wide and 1.83m high. 
Its load area means it can still 
accommodate a Euro pallet 
sideways and its payload ranges 
from 1,112 to 1,154 kg, with a 
gross vehicle weight from 3,080 
to 3,290 kg. Importantly The 
Amarok comes as standard with 
four load lashing rings fitted in 
each corner of the cargo bed as 
standard. 

So it can carry most loads of 
all shapes and sizes and the 
towing capability of 3,100kg 
braked and 750kg unbraked, 
means if there is an overflow of 
goods, you can stow and tow 
them in the trailer. The tow bar 
load is up to 140 kg. 

The beating heart of the beast 
is the new, powerful diesel. It 
replaces the old two litre unit, 


with little effect on economy or 
C02 emissions, while delivering 
loads of grunt and torque. The 
EU6-compliant unit is the only 
six-cylinder model in the 
segment and has three power 
outputs. 

The range topper has 224ps 
and 550 Nm of torque channelled 
through its standard eight-speed 
automatic gearbox, giving a top 
speed of 119 mph and a 0 to 62 
mph time of 8.0 seconds.There is 
a 204ps unit mated with the auto 
box which will also be available 
with a six speed manual box, as 
will a 165ps engine in 2017. 

The fuel-saving BlueMotion 
Technology modifications 
includes a stop/start system and 
an energy recuperation system. 
Claimed economy is decent with 
36.2mpg combined run and C02 
emissions of 204g/km.

PASSMORES Academy student 
Kai Boggon has finished his stel¬ 
lar year with a superb triathlon 
victory in Dubai. 

Competing in the 2XU triathlon 
in the Middle East, the 13-year-old 
battled 77 other competitors and 
the searing heat to win by a 
massive 26 seconds. 

His father, Richard, admitted 
that the teenager’s ultimate aim is 
to emulate Alistair and Jonny 
Brownlee, Team GB’s Olympic 
medallists. 

He said: “One day his dream 
would be to compete for Great 
Britain at the top level and follow 
the Brownlees. 

“All of his coaches say they are 
more than willing to give Kai the 
tools to achieve his dreams, as 
long as he puts the effort in and 
keeps achieving the great res¬ 
ults. 

“Kai puts his achievements this 
year down to hard work and the 
great coaching he has received 
from Jared Bethell at JB Fitness 
and John Stow and Richard Thur¬ 
ston from Woodford Green and 
Essex Ladies AC. 

“He is already getting ready for 
2017 and looking forward to hope¬ 
fully competing in the National 
Schools Triathlon Champion¬ 
ships. 

“He has just trained so hard 
this year and the results show 
what you can do if you set your 
mind and body to it.” 

The 2XU triathlon took place at 
the end of October and saw the 
youngster spend his half term 
training out in Dubai and accli¬ 


matising to the temperatures. 

He competed in the Super 
Sprint category, which sees com¬ 
petitors swim for 400m, cycle for 
10km and run for 2.5km. 

There were competitors from 
all over the world, including Ger¬ 
many, Australia and Malaysia, 
but Kai did not let that faze him in 
the toughest race of his career so 
far. 

The swim took place in water 


that was over 30 degrees before 
completing the bike and running 
sections in temperatures close to 
40 degrees. 

His time of 30min 40sec has 
seen him earn automatic qual¬ 
ification for the second race of the 
series, on January 4. It is once 
again being held in Dubai. 

When Richard explains his 
son’s training regime, it is not 
hard to see why he beats athletes 


much older than him. 

“Kai trains around seven or 
eight times a week,” explained 
Richard. 

“He runs three or four times a 
week and has three swimming 
sessions. 

“Two early sessions with a local 
swimming club and then one 
morning with a personnel swim¬ 
ming coach to concentrate on his 
freestyle, as that is the main 


stroke he needs in the triathlon. 

“Then he has one session with 
his conditioning coach, Jared, 
who works on his inner core and 
endurance. 

“So by the time Friday comes he 
has a well deserved rest before 
competing over the weekend!” 

He has also competed in the 
East and South East Region's 
Triathlon Series in the U15 cat¬ 
egory, finishing the series second 
overall after finishing in the top 
three in every race. 

Kai also took part the SuperTri 
Children’s, Youth and Junior 
Open Water Triathlon at Eton 
Dorney, Berkshire. 

He was part of the leading 
group after the swim and pro¬ 
duced his best cycling perform¬ 
ance of the year. 

Mechanical 

After pulling out a three minute 
lead on the first lap, he suffered a 
massive mechanical failure with 
600m to go as one of his pedals 
broke and Kai also fell off the 
bike. 

Using only one pedal he man¬ 
aged to finish the course, but lost 
the huge lead he had gained. 
Again, he showed great determ¬ 
ination and managed to gain a 30 
second lead to win the race. 

On top of all of this, Kai has 
continued running for Woodford 
Green and Essex Ladies AC and 
entered the Essex Cross Country 
Championships. 

He was second in the U15 sec¬ 
tion, just four seconds behind the 
winner, and was selected to run 
for both Essex and Cambridge¬ 
shire at the inter-counties cross 
country championships, but has 
chosen to compete for Cambs.

Boxing club 
set to thrive 
with new deal

“All the other staff we have 
also need safety checks and 
when you factor in first aid, 
boxing gloves and training 
equipment, which has to be 
replaced regularly to keep up to 
date with the latest safety 
checks, this all comes at a cost to 
the club. 

“The directors of Happy 
Moves, Rob and brother Steve 
Fry, both agreed that the club 
was a great thing for the youth 
and adults of the Harlow 
community, and to keep it in a 
good financial position is their 
objective. 

“It’s a tremendous early 
season boost and we are hoping 
to be in further talks with Happy 
Moves in the New Year to 
possibly sponsor our kit and the 
gym area. 

“Rob and Steve are very keen 
to move on with this, and their 
support is fantastic, it really is.” 

The club is open every night 
from 6.45pm to all. 
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
